The U. S. Vessel Was on 
Patrol in War Zone and 
Italian Submarine Failed 
to Answer Recognition 
Signals. 


REGRET IS EXPRESSED 
TO ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 


Admiral Sims_Is_Investi-| 


gating the Occurrence and 
Will Forward Complete 
Report to the Navy De- 
‘partment. 


Washington, October 8.—Vice Admi- 
ral Sims cabled the navy department 
today that an American patrol vessel, 
on duty at night in the war zone, had 
fired on an Italian submarine which 
failed to answer recognition signals, 
killing one officer and one enlisted 
man.°* 

While details of the incident still are 
‘unknown here, the fact that an officer 
and an enlisted man were killed in- 
dicates that the American gunners 
landed a shot in the submarine’s con- 
ning tower, the victims being the of- 
ficer at the periscope and the blue- 
jacket at the wheel. 

Secretary Daniels at once sent a 
message to the Italian ministry of ma- 
rine expressing the deepest regrets 
over the unfortunate occurrence and 
tendering his and the American navy’s 
sympatiy over the loss of life. 

Statement by Navy. 

The navy department tonight issued 
this statement: 

“The navy department has been in- 
formed by Vice Admiral Sims that re- 
cently an American patrol vessel while 
on patrol duty at night encountered an 
Italian submarine, and that when the 
latter failed to answer the established 
recognition signals the patrol vessel 
epened fire, which resulted in the kill- 
ing of one officer and one enlisted man 
before the identity of the submarine 
was established. 

“Vice Admiral Sims is thoroughly in- 
vestigating the unfortunate occurrence 
and the reports will be forwarded later 
to the department. 

“The secretary of the navy, upon re- 
ceipt of the first news, dispatched the 
following message to the Italian minis- 
ter of marine: 

“‘T have learned with deepest regret 
of the unfortunate occurrence which 
resulted in an American patrol vessel 
firing, through a misunderstanding, 
upon an Italian submarine, causing the

Large and Effective Army 
Nearly Ready to Take 
the Field. 


Washington, October 8—Greece is 


‘nearly ready to put a large and ef- 
| fective army in the field to co-operate 
‘with the allies, according to dispatches 
from tne Athens foreign office to the 
.Greek legation here. Lack of equip- 
‘ment is ‘being remedied rapidly with 
the allies’ aid. 

Minister Roussos today gave the fol- 

|lowing summary of the situation in his 
/country as described in the legation’s 
| dispatches: 
| The situation in Greece is becom- 
jing more satisfactory every day. The 
| people are thoroughly confident of the! 
(efficiency of their government and, 
ithey are willing to allow the present

country, so that Greece may throw 
her full strength into the war. 
“There ig now no pro-German party | 
in Greece. In fact, such a party never, 
existed save in the possession of King 
Constantine, aided by certain members 
of his court. Zut he knew the real 
feelings of the Greek people, who were 
attracted by tradition and sympathy 
with the western principles of E rope. 
and never dared to openly expound his 
German connections. He did his best, 
on the contrary, to conceal them, speak- 
ing always about his friends for the 
allies and trying to convey the impres- 
sion that his attitude was that vi 
benevolent neutrality. 

‘The Greek people had a real affec- | 
tion for their king and had confidence 
in his word, which accounts for the 
fact that his pseudo policy had many 
supporters. Finally, certain acts of the | 
king’s entourage created a suspicion in; 
1 the minds of the people and_ they! 
backed M. Venizelos in his Saloniki 
movement, which brought Greece 
frankly and loyally into the war. To- 
day the real state of affairs as re- 
gards the court has been exposed.

Hoover Preparing War Bread. 


in a few 


Philadelphia, October 8.—-Philadel- 
phia is to be the scene of an experi- 
ment ‘by Herbert C. Hoover, national 
food administrator, in the preparation 
of a 5-cent loaf of war bread. It is 
also proposed to establish a standard- 
ized method of mixing and making the 
bread. The new war loaf will, 
said, effect a saving of sugar, 
and milk, and yet be wholesome. 

The department of agriculture, in co- 
operation with Mr. Hoover, has sent 
D. R. Jacobs, of the bureau of chemis- 


lard 


try, here to instruct bakers in the prep- | 
‘aration of the bread. 


Mr. Jacobs said 
in an interview: 

“The exact weight of the new loaf I 
cannot tell at present, but I will say 
that its size will effect a considerable 
saving over present prices. After the 


experiment is tried vut in this city we 
shall establish the same methods and 
recipes in every section of the United 
States. I anticipate no rag mF in 
securing the co-operation of the bakers 
as we are satisfied that if they carry 
out instructions they will be able to 
put the new bread on the market ata 
profit that will allow them to continue 
business as usual.” 

According to Mr. Jacobs the new 
bread is the result of a long series of 
experiments carried on to determine, if 
possible, whether there might be some 
way in which the steadily increasing 


price of the staff of life could be low- 
, ered. 


The experiments met with suc- 
cess, both from the chemical and me- 
chanical standpoint. and Philadelphia 
will have the first opportunity to judge 
the results. 


MOTHER’S NIGHT FIXED 
FOR THE AMERICAN NAVY 


Newport, R. I., October 8.—For the 
first time in the history of the Amer- 
ican navy a night has been set apart as 
Mother’s night. Commander Rufus Z. 
Johnston, in charge of the naval train- 
ing station here, announced today that 
on October 12 the station would be 
turned over to mothers and sisters s0 
they could see for themselves how 
thet boys were cared for and the con- 
ditions under which they were being 
trained. 


The apprentice seamen, together 
with the landsmen_ stationed here, 
have been told to extend the invitation 
to their mothers and sisters over all 
the country. During the day the boys 
will be given leave to spend the time 
with their families. In the evening 
they will sit down in one of the big 
barracks to have supper with the home 
folks. After supper the tables will be 
cleared away and the boys will give a 
vaudeville performance, which is al- 
ready being rehearsed. The station is 
not to be thrown open to the public,

It seemed inconceivable that men 
could work, much less fight, over such 
ground. Yet the British soldiers and 
officers were carrying on steadily yes- 
terday their operations. And in recent 
days they have often fought bitterly 
over just such territory as this. 

Yesterday’s rain has turned the bat- 
tle front into a quagmire, which it will 


take many days to dry out. This does 
not mean that military operations 
could not be undertaken on either side, 
but there could scarcely be more try- 
ing conditions for fighting. The soldiers 
encountered by the correspondent were 
cheerful notwithstanding the fact that 
they were drenched to the skin with 
the biting cold rain. At ome place a 
number of men were sitting in the 
shelter of a muddy bank for a resting 
spell. They were wet and by all rights 
should have been unhappy, but they 
were singing lustily away at some pop- 
ular song. 

Other bodies of men of similar dis- 
position were seen. All seemed im- 
mensely amused at the muddy condi- 
tion of. the correspondent and the two 
officers with him.

Nowhere on the western front has 
the war printed more cruel marks of 
devastation than in the wide zone east 
of Ypres, where such bitter and sangui- 
nary fighting has been proceeding at 
intervals since the British launched 
their initial attack. This whole re- 
gion, much of which in peace times 
was prosperous farming country, has 
been turned by the artillery fire into 
a desolate waste of vast and deep shell 
craters which are so close together that 
in innumerable cases they interlock. 
Farm houses have been pulverized and 
plowed under in the ruthless sweep 
of the shells, and village sites are 
marked by the little — ons of walls 


where churches or other big buildings 
once stood. Cottages are uried be- 
neath heaps of turned-up earth, and 
there is scarcely a vestige of grass 
or er green thing to be seen in 
miles’ of tramping. 

Trees have been smashed into match- 
wood and their roots turned up in gro- 
tesque shapes to add to the sinister 
aspect of the country. Here and there, 
where little forests had stood, the har- 
dier trees have clung to their birth-

AUSTRIA WANTS PEACE. 
BUT NOT AT ANY PRICE 


Great Demonstration by Chris- 
tian Socialists—Suspicious 
of Wilson. 


Amsterdam, October 8—A dispatch 
received here from Vienna describes 
an imposing peace demonstration which 
was held by the Christian socialist par- 
ty in the town hall Sunday. Thou- 
sands of persons were present. 

Prince Alois Lichtenstein, president 
of the lower Austrian diet, opened the 
proceedings by announcing that the 
meeting had been convened out of 
gratitude to the pope and the emperor 
to demand peace by agreement and 


general disarmament- and arbirtation 
as outlined in the recent speech of 


Count Czernin, the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign minister. 


“We. offer our hand for honést 

eace, said Prince Lichtenstein, “but © 
f it is rejected we shall seize the 
sword which as hitherto, with God’s 
help, will decide in our favor.” 

Councillor Kunschok followed with? * 
an eloquent speech in the same tenor-- 
and was frequently applauded. 

“We are assembled,” said the coun- 
cillor, “to declare how warm and glow- 
ing are our longings for peace. But 
the leading men in enemy states must 
be warned against drawing false con- 
clusions from this admission. . We 
want peace, but not at any price... . . 
demand peace in the name of Europe, 
which is sinking to exhaustion while 
her competitors are waxing fat.” 

Expressing suspicion of President 
Wilson's demand of a democratized Eu- 
rope because America herself was far 
from real democracy, Councillor Kun« 
schok concluded his address, after a 
tremendous ovation, by praying for 
blessings on the peace exertions of 
Pope Benedict and Emperor Charles.

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FRENCH OFFICERS ORDERED 
TO CAMP GORDON TO TEACH 
REALISTIC TRENCH WARFARE 


As Forecasted in The Con- 
stitution Several Days 
Ago, the War Department 
Assigns Veterans of the 
European Trenches to At- 
lanta Camp. 


Telegraphic dispatches were received 
Mofiday morning at division headquar- 
ters that within the next week ten 
British and French officers will arrive 


at Camp Gordon to teach trench war- 
fare to the officers and men of the 
Eighty-second national army division. 

The officers have been assaigned to 
Camp Gordon by the war department, 
but the telegram does not state how 
long will be their detail at the camp. 
The officers will be quartered in a 
buildin near division headquarters, 
where they will be in close touch with 
the commanding officers of the camp. 

The British and French officers to 
arrive in the next week will be the 
first world-war veterans to be as- 
signed to Camp Gordon. Fort Ogle- 
thorpe already has several] of these 
men, and the assignment of the offi- 
cers to Camp Gordon indicates that 
the government intends to rush the 
training of the national army select- 
men to the last possible notch. 

It is expected that with the arrival 
of the officers the men will be given 


a thorough and intensive training in 
trench operations in trenches dug by 
the soldiers in the vicinity of the 
camp. j 
Twenty Thousand Selectmen. 

Officials of the army statistical de- 
partment stated yesterday that approx- 
imately 20,000 men are now housed in 
the big military buildings at Camp 
Gordon. The latest figures as to the 
arrival of men at camp only include 
October 5, According to these .com- 
pilations Georgia had supplied 5,702 
men; Alabama, 1,116; Tennessee, 7,000. 
In addition to these troops are the 
2,800 negrags who have reported since 
October 3. Later arrivals will bring 
the total of selectmen now in camp to 
between 19,000 and 20,000. 

The soldier population of Camp Gor- 
don today, comprising officers, regu- 
lar army men in all departments and 
selectmen, is approximately 23,000. 

Total Discharges. : 

As a result of physical defects dis- 
covered by those in charge of the 
second physical examination given se- 
lectmen of the national army after 
their arrival at Camp Gordon, $00 men 
have been discharged from the service 
and allowed to depart for their homes.

Great depots are maintained in the 
largest cities for stocks of food, cloth- 
ing and equipment, which are shipped 
to the various camps and cantonments 
when called for. Every camp and can- 
tonment has a quartermaster, who, with 
his officers, non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates, is responsible that 


supplies are on hand for the troops. 

e quartermaster of the regiment is 
called the regimental supply officer, 
and it is his duty to obtain supplies 
from the camp quartermaster and is- 
sue them to the companies. He com- 
mands the supply company. 

The enlisted men of the quartermas- 
ter corps are blacksmiths, carpenters, 
chauffeurs, engineers, electricians, 
teamsters, etc., practically every trade 
being represented. 

RANK: Military rank is that char- 
acter conferred upon military persons 
which marks their station, and gives 
them the right to exercise command or 
authority in the military service with- 
in the limits prescribed by law. It is 
divided into degrees or grades which 
mark the relative position and powers 
of the different classes of persons pos- 
sessing it. The following are the 
grades of rank of officers and non- 
commissioned officers most likely to be 
met with by the selectmen, with the 
distinguishing marks worn by them. 
These marks are worn by officers on 
their shoulders if the coat is worn, and 
on the collar of the flannel shirt when 
the coat is not worn. In addition to 
the rank marks, general officers wear 
upon their service hats cords of gold, 
and all other officers cords of biack 


and gold. 

GRADE—MARK. 
Lieutenant General—Three stars. 
Major General—Two stars. 

Brigadier General—One star. 

Colonel—Eagle. eb: 

Lieutenant Colonel—Silver leaf. 

Major—Gold leaf. 

Captain—Two bars. 

First Lieutenant—One bar. 

Second Lieutenant—No rank marks 
other than crossed rifles with letters 
U. S, or O. R. C., or U. &., superimposed 
by the letters N. A., depending on 
whether or not he belongs to the regu- 
lar army, officers’ reserve corps, or the 
national army. These are worn on the 
collar, there being no shoulder designa- 
tion for a second lieutenant. 

The non-commissioned officers wear 
chevrons on the sleeves of their coats, 
or upon their flannel. shirts when the 
coats are not worn. The highest rank- 
ing non-commissioned officer is the 
regimental sergeant major; the lowest, 
the corporal. There are forty grades 
of non-commissioned officers in all. 

Sergeant Major, Regimental—Three 
stripes bent with the points up, with 
three curved stripes underneath. 

Band Leader—tThree stripes bent with 
the points up, over a miniature horn, 
with one short and one long, curved 
stripe underneath. 

Sergeant Major, Battalion—The same 
as regimental sergeant major, but with 
two curved stripes underneath. 

First Sergeant-sThree stripes bent 
with the points up, with a lozenge in 
the center. , 

Color Sergeant—The same as first 
sergeant, but with a star in the center. 


| 


Sergeant—Three stripes bent with 
the points up. 

Corporal—Two stripes bent with the 
points up. 

RATIONS: The ration is the allow- 
ance for the subsistence of one person 
for one day, and is classified as the 
garrison ration, the travel ration, the 
reserve ration, the field ration and the 
emergency ration. The garrison ration 
is intended for troops in garrison and, 
in time of peace, for troops in maneuver 
camps; the travel ration, for troops 
traveling otherwise than by marching; 
the reserve ration, to be carried on the 
person of the men; the field ration, the 
one prescribed in=orders by the com- 
mander of the field forces, and the 
emergency ration, for troops in active 
campaign for use upon occasions of 
emergency. 

SURGEON: The medical officer in 
the army is known as the surgeon, and 
occupies the same position as the doc- 
tor in civil life, excepting that it,is his 
duty to prevent disease as well as to 
cure it. rders for camp sanitation are 
usually issued upon his recommenda- 
tion or after ‘consultation with him. He 
makes medical and sanitary inspections 
and treats the men who are on sick re- 
port. His headquarters are at the hos- 
pital or infirmary. 

SIGNALING: By signaling, we mean 
the method employed in communication 
by flags or some means other than by 
word of mouth. The flag signals, which 
are in most common use when the com- 
pany desires to communicate, are the 
Morse system, with a single flag, every 
motion to the right being a dot and 
every one to the left a dash, and the 
Semaphore system, in which two flags 
are used, one in each hand, the letters 
being made by the different positions 
of the flags. 

Signaling is easily learned, and it is 
quite necessary that a number of men 
in each company become expert at it 
to insure always that the company will 
never be out of communication with 
other organizations. 

Whistle signals are used by officers 
to attract attention to signals beg =p 
are given by hand, and which are use 
at drill and in battle.

Washingten, October s—Aproximate- 
iy 2,500 carloads of food and other ne- 
the railroads at the cantonmengs 
tional guard are being trained for 
service abroad, according to reports 
just received by the railroads’ war 
board. ; 
Accurate figures as to the extent to 
which the supplying of food and ne-

The task which the railroads have 
been asked to perform, however, is a 
difficult one. It involves the supplying 
of all the necessities of life for sixteen

OGLETHORPE CAR RATE 
TOO HIGH, SAY PATRONS 


Declaring the present rate of 15 cents 
charged by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company to be unwarranted and 
excessive, patrons of Oglethorpe uni- 
versity and people who live beyond 
Buckhead will go before the. Georgia 
railroad commission this morning at 10 
o’clock to ask a reduction of 5 cents in 
the present fare. The complainants 
will be represented at the commission 
hearing by Edgar Watkins.

RECREATION FUND IS LA UN CHED 


Washington, October 8.—(Special.)—With 
the appointment of John N. Willys, of Toledo, 
Ohio, well-known automobile and aeroplane 
manufacturer, as chairman, and a number of 
other people of national prominence as mem- 
bers of the committee on war camp commu- 
nity recreation fund, the campaign to raise 
& national fund of “three dollars fér each 
soldier and sailor’ for community service, 
has started off with a rush. 

At the suggestion of President Wilson, 


‘who, with Secretary of War Baker and Sec- 


retary of the Navy Daniels, has heartily ap- 
proved the movement, chambers of commerce 
and other city associations _all over the 
United States, have been called on by Mr. 
Willys to raise the quota assigned to them 
of the total amount which must be col- 
lected. 

Emphasis was placed here today on the 
importance of making the general public 
realize the part they must play in helping. to 
win the war. The spirit and the fighting 
efficiency of the American army and navy 
will depend to a large extent on the way in 
which those who stay at home receive, wel- 
come and hearten the men who are ready 
to bleed and die that democracy may live. 
The spirit of the American army isto be made 
in the next few months, it was pointed out, 
and President Wilson has declared that this 
“will be vitally affected by the charactér 
of the environment eurrounding our military 
training camps.” The war camp community 
recreation fund has been established to pro- 
vide a healthy, normal environment for these 
men. 

Raymond B. Fosdick, chairman of the war 


department and navy department commis- 
sions on training camp activities, under 
whose direction the camp community work 
is being conducted, announced the following

THE OLD BRONCHIAL TUBES. 

Grandma is getting her ‘“‘bronical” tubes 
In shape for the winter’s coughing. Just 
about this season of the year she begins 
coddling herself. She harbors a stout delu- 
sion that by keeping her chest and general 
Skin surface relaxed and perspiring with too 
much clothing a bad “‘cold’\won’t have much 
chance to penetrate her Yrotective armor 
and ‘“‘settle on the bronical 'tubes.” 

In this delusion, unfortunately, grandma 
has pleasant company. There is many & 
member of the noble medical profession who 
has utilized the “catching cold” phobia so 


.long in covering his diagnostic deficiencies 


that he has come to believe in it a little 
himself. We sat with our back against an 
open window in a medical society meeting 
the other night, whence all but we had fled: 
it was the only place in the room where we 
knew the air was pure and fresh. We knew 
it because it was cool and moving. Now it 
would have been a foolish thing to do had 
we just finished turning our somersaults or 
otherwise exercising the neck and back 
muscles. In that case stiffness and soreness 
might readily have been produced by the 
cool draft. But the draft felt perfectly com- 
fortable. Therefore it was salutary, and we 
didn’t “take cold,” after all. But at least 
half a dozen aged young physicians assured 
uS we would. 

People who are really advanced in age, 
whether they are thirty-three or seventy- 
six years old, do feel the cold more than 
youngsters of fifty or sixty years, because 
their circulation is poor, for one thing, and 
because their metabolism is slower, for an- 
other. Metabolism is the vital fire, the con- 
stant burning of fuel to run the human ma- 
chine; if it takes place too rapidly, aé in 
tuberculosis or exophthalmic goitre or ty- 
phoid, fever is produced; if it takes place toe 
slowly, the body temperature is a degree or 
two or three below normal most of the time 
and the individual feels cold and hates the 
winter weather. 

Cold-blooded classes of people generally 
make certain serious mistakes in the effort 
to keep warm. They wear excessive cloth- 
ing, which, as already stated, relaxes the 
skin, puts the normal vaso-motor ceireulatory 
control out of good running order, and so 
defeats its own purpose. Again, they heat 
up the house or office or store too much, in 
the fancy that the bdy warmth is determined 
by external conditions. Clothing, excepting 
overcoats or wraps, should be no heavier 
in winter than tn summer. The ideal house- 
hold temperature or office or store tenrpera- 
ture in winter should be that of the ideal 
September day—65 degrees Fahrenheit. 

So far as any actual evidence shows, these 
things have no more, and no less, to do with 
respiratory diseases than they have with di- 
gestive disorders or kidney trouble or nery- 
ous ailments. We state them as general 
hygienic facts. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Hair Falling Out After Fever. 

Two years ago my husband had typhoid 
fever, and afterward his hair began falling 
out. He formerly had a fine heavy growth 
of hair, and still has at the back, but toward 
the front his hair seems to be getting thinned 
out more and more. After shampooing his 
scalp seems so very dry. He has a sort of 
dry scalp dandruff all the time. You eug- 
gested to someone some kind of ofl to apply 
after shampoo. Please tell me what would 
be good. 

ANSWER—In persons of any age the hair 
is likely to fall out, sometimes to the degree 
of complete baldness, right after a severe 
illness like typhoid fever. In young persons 
it usually grows in again as heavy as before, 
regardless of any treatment used. In your 
husband’s case, perhaps the poor fellow is 
sliding for second base. You carefully con- 
ceal his age.. But the dandruff needs treat- 
ment. Here is one good formula: 
Precipitated sulphur ..... 

Salicylic acid .....ee- 
Extract of violet (scent) 
LANOLIN ...-ccccescsccccs . 2 drams 
Petrolatumi .. 6 drams 

To be dispensed in a collapsible tube. 

Directions: Part the hair here and there 
and vigorously rub in a little of the cream 
on the fingertips, keeping it off the hair as 
much as possible. Go over about one-fourth 
of the scalp in this way each night. Sham- 
poo every fifth or seventh day. Continue for 
six weeks. After a shampoo, to prevent ex- 
cessive dryness of the hair and scalp, a little 
liquid petrolatum or plain vaseline may be 
rubbed in.

Predictions of Frost Cause 
Heavy Advance in Cotton 


PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, October 8.—(Special.)—A cold 
wave developing over the eastern slope of 
the Rocky mountains, with a minimum tem- 
perature of 28 at Dodge City, gave predic- 
tions of frost over northern Oklahoma and 
Arkansas tonight and probably frost over 
the northern cotton belt. This is the cause 
of the advance of 1 cent a pound today 
when the market reached the highest point 
since June. 

The temper of the trade ist very bullish 
because of this cold wave and the known 
lateness of the crop. Only a limited amount 
of hedge cotton was for sale, which with 
profit-taking by longs furnished the only 
supply. It was a frost market at a very 
early date of the season.

New York, October 8.—(Special.)—To- 
day’s market opened higher on predictions 
of frost in the eastern belt. The last gin- 
ning report showed the crop to be late and 
frost will be most serious at the present 
time.. Hedge and liquidation sales were 
rapidly absorbed today ,and the market in- 
dicates a higher range. Oil was strong on 
a further buying by consumers and a higher 
range is freely predicted, the market con- 
tinued to show strength and purchases on 
weakness appear preferable temporarily.

New York, October %.—(Special.)—Pre- 
dictions of frost for practically the entire 
belt tonight brought about a large buying 
movement from the west, local and south. 
The advance did not culminate until De- 
cember sold at 26.60. There was some hedg- 
ing for southern account, but only moder- 
ate in quantity. The frost predictions 
helped to give the market a firm under- 
tone throughout the entire day. Exports 
were 12,993 bales. Advices indicate that 
cotton is not being pressed for sale and 
buyers are experiencing some difficulty in 
securin supplies.

New York, October 8.—Frost predic- 
tions creating fear of a further sharp 
reduction in crop estimates led to ex- 
cited buying and a big advance in the 
cotton market today. January deliver- 
ies sold up to 26.45 or 112 points above 
Saturday’s closing price and no less 
than 7 cents per pound or $35 per bale 
above the low level of last month. That 
delivery closed at 26.31, with the gen- 
eral list closing steady at a net ad- 
vance of 93 to 98 points. 

The market opened firm at an,ad- 
vance of 13 to 41 points on covering 
and fresk buying inspired by the ap- 
acels f the weather map. There 
had been nervousness over frost indi- 
cations on Saturday, but most traders 
had looked for a warmer weather map 
this morning and the passing of the 
cold snap without any serious damage. 

The frosts actually reported at sev- 
eral points in the eastern belt were 
not accompanied by reports of harm 
to the plant, but the map suggested 
still colder weather and the forecasts 


when published were for freezing in 
northern parts of Oklahoma and 
Arkansas, with frost extending into 
Texas and for lower temperatures with 
light to heavy frosts in northern parts 
of the eastern belt. 

This prospect stimulated the buying 
movement with October contracts sell- 
ing up to 27.20, making--a new high 
record for the life of the contract, 
while December touched 26.61 and 
March 26.52 or 109 to 113 points above 
Saturday’s closing figures. 

The market met considerable real- 
izing and some southern selling at this 
level, resulting in reactions of 25 or 30

CORN CROP WILL BE 
LARGEST IN HISTORY 


Despite Heavy Loss of Wheat 
Last Month, Crop Exceeds 
That of Last Year. 


Washington, October 8.—Consider- 
able losses were recorded in some of 
the country’s principal farm crops as 


| @ result of conditions in September, but 


today’s government. report indicated 
there would be record crops of corn, 
oats, rye, white and sweet potatoes, to- 
bacco and beans. | 

The loss was heaviest in corn, which 
showed a reduction of more than 36,- 
000,000 bushels sjnce September 1. Oth- 
er losses were spring wheat, 7,909,000 
bushels; barley, 2,180,000 bushels; buck- 
wheat, 2,331,000 bushels; white pota- 


toes, 8,985,000 bushels; sweet potatoes, 
907,000 bushels; apples, 537,000 bushels; 
sugar beets, 113,000 tons; Kafirmsy=#7329,- 
tH bushels, and ‘beans, 4,155,000 bush- 
els. 

Some crops, however, showed improv- 
ed indications, especially oats, with a 
gain of 47,382,000 bushels, making it a 
record crop of 1,580,714,000 bushels, or 
$1,000,000 bushels more than that o 
1915. Other gains were rice, 1,019, 
bushels, and tobacco, 21,837,000 poun 


Washington, October 8.—Despite ai 
estimated loss of 37,000,000 bushels 
during September, the country’s corn 
crop still will be the greatest in its 
history. Latest figures issued by the 
department of agriculture today show 
the crop will be 3,210,795,000 bushels, 
and also despite an estimated loss of 
9,000,000 bushels during the month the 
spring wheat crop will exceed last 
year's. Other crops approach bumper 
records. 

White potatoes show a decrease of 
almost 9,000,000 bushels; beans, a loss 
of 4,000,000 bushels; buckwheat, a fall- 
ing off of 2,400,000 bushels, and barley 
and rye, each, a loss of more than 
2,000,000 bushels. 

Oats production prospects increase 
47,000,000 bushels, with a total of 1,580,- 
714,000 bushels, making that a record 
crop and surpassing the big crop of 
1915 by 31,,000,000 bushels.
